like to put before the people. 


What has Newark to offer to the 


young women coining1 here to wort, 
many of them at a salary which is not 
"l-su|iiM>rtiug when the Item of board 


must be considered? 
Why should 


they not have a home, or club house 
provided where, they could have some 
of the comforts and necessities of life -' 
For instance, such a place as the GolJ- 
n Rule Home of Cleveland, or the 
Eleanor Clubs of Chicago, where girls 
pay according to the wages they earu. 
where they have a suitable reception 
room to receive their friends; access to 
i lauudry and sewing machine, and 
various helps which enable them 
u> 


support themselves in a respectable 
way, girng them confidence and self- 
respect. 


- With help to start such a home we 
'eel that it might soon become self-sup 
portlfeg as they have become in other 
places, and we are sure it would open 
a grand work for those who would be 
willing to help a class which are now 
~"Ing our streets evenings for want of 
proper surroundings and amusements 
and so gradually seeking the baser 
rather than the higher things of life. 
The T. "W. C. A. iu many places are 
building beautiful buildings, equipped 
with all the modern 
conveniences 


where they have a small Recital Hall 
and local talent contributes an evening 
occasionally and classes are formed in 
music, as well as in the more practical 
pursuits of sewing, domestic science, 
etc. 


The monthly reports, of books bor- 


rowed from the public library shows 
that the needs there are not supplied, 
for want of better facilities, and the 
crying need of more books, but if we' 
would be a well rounded city, we must 
help the classes coming- to us to help • 
themselves. We must strive to make j 
good citizens (and by citizen is meant { 
both men and women). Formation is 
far better work than reformation. 


The juvenile court faces distresisng, 


facts in some cases which might have j 
been prevented Jhad the girls been of 
fered the protection of a "Home" or 
"Club" when they came to our city to 
work, perhaps from some small town, 
or maybe from a good country home. 
Could they be given a good boarding 
place with other girls and a good moth- 
erly matron to make a real interest In, 
their welfare, we believe much good? 
could b* accomplished. And we appeal; 
for this home not only for the stranger 
girl within x>ur gates, but also that a 
social center may be established for 
the benefit of many of the girls of the 
city whose homes are such that all 
their recreation "must lie outside the 
home. . Let us make for all these girls 
a place where they may have some of 
the pleasure which is every girl's right, 
-.jnder conditions vbieh will aid 
In 


right development of character, rath- 
er than bring them into constant as- 
sociation with temptation to pursue 
the lower path. We cannot consider 
these girls as individuals who do not, 
concern us, who are to live their own' 


res, succeed or fail, and die leaving 


no .trace: they are the mothers of the-r 
future, and every instinct of patriotism 
should inspire tis to use every effort to 
fit them, to be the mothers of sons 
whom they shall train to high ideals 
of public and private life, before again j 
calling for help to remodel the T. M. I 
C. A. building: make the present build- 
ing: serve its purpose until the girls 
have something of their very own.
